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How to Save $100,000 a Year. 

A most interesting problem, certain*, 
ly ; and onr correspondent profoaaos to 
solve it- Let us soo with what suc- 
cess. With his initial proposition wo 
oordially agree, and his deductions gen- 
erally we endorse. But we must join 
issue on some of his facts. That there is 
abundance ofetook intho interior of the 
Mainland to supply the wholo Colony, 
cannot be doubted ; and that the estab- 
lishment of easy means of communica- 
tion wheroby that stock could be driven 
to the seaboard, would effeotually chock 
tho annual drain upon tho realized 
wealth of the Colony to pay for the 
foreign beef and mutton connumed on 
Vancouver Island, is equally certain, 
Indeed it was only tho other week that 
we sought to impress these important 
fncts upon tho public in general and tho 
Government in particular. As to tho 
importance ot establishing uninterrupted 
communication by land between tho 
interior of tho Mainlaud and the waters 
of Georgia we aro.therefore, fully agrocd 
with onr correspondent. But wo cannot 
agree with him aBto the particular ronto 
by which it is moat doaii ablo that the 
Beaboard should bo roachod. It may 
bo disirable that explorations should 
bo mado in tho country lying to 
tho north and west of the Lower 
Eraser ; and we will not say 
that the lime has not fully como when 
snob explorations should bo made. On 
general principles it is desirable that 
tho oharacter and resources of tho coun 
try should not remain a sealed book one 
day longer than can be avoided. In 
view of certain great impending enter- 
prises, it is particularly important that 
the wholo country bordering on the 
coast, from Burrard even to Bute, poss» 
ibly to Bontinok, should bo thoroughly 
explored. But has not our correspon- 
dent anticipated that exploration, and 
pronounced an opinionin th-j dark ? He 
presumes too much respecting tho faoi 
litiss for reaching the seaboard by a now 
and unknown route, while he says too 
much against tho old and established one. 
But, even admitting, for the sake of ar- 
gument, what wo deny in laor, mat tho 
route he lias indicated is all that is 
claimed for it, and that tho route he de- 
sires to discard iB as bad as he has dos- 
cribed it, wo ctm scarcely believe that 
any candid man with a may) of the coun- 
try beforo him would ever dream of 
■ftekiug a stebk route to tho suaboard 
via Lillooot, P^mberton Portage, and 
Burrard In lot, In the first plaoe there 
are serious local difficulties He speaks 
of the desort route to Yale; bat there is, 
at least an opon and excellent road 
already constructed, and we are disposed 
to think that no day's marob would bo 
found wholly dositute of natural feed, 
nnloss during tho winter season. But 
it occurs to us to ask how it iB propos- 
ed to conduct stock past tho chain of 
lakes whioh intervene betweon Lillooet 
and Pemberton. These lakes, hemmod 
in by mountains, offer no pass for 
travel of any kiud suvo across thoir pla- 
cid bosom. But, oven if these beauti- 
ful lakes wero all niotamorphesed into 
meadows gieen, looking at tho map, we 
would ask why stock phould muko a 
detour of several hundreds of miles In 
order ro reach the seaboard at Burrard 
Inlet, when a much moro cany route 
presents itself dovn the valley of the 
Jjower Frasor. It will bo observed that 
all the great stock ranges lie to tho 
South, most of them hundreds of miles to 
the south of the Yalo road; and if that 
road be iinpraciicable for stock purpose., 
as is wrongly asserted.snrely it would 
be more natural to look fur an outlet 
via Kamloops and Hope than to go all 
the way north to Lillooot. In fact there 
is no trouble whatever, evou now, in 
driving stock out to Hope. Tho 
only bar to its progress to tho seaboard 
is tho wanting link in tho great trunk 
road of the oountry. it it, therefore, 
to the conduction of a road between 
Yale and Now Westminster that wo 
must look for an outlet for the stock oi 
tho interior. A mero cattle trail would 
coBt but little, probably much loss than 
tho sum indicated by our correspondent. 
But, in the general interests of the coun 
try, moro than that is wanted. And 
heroin eonnists another reason why we 
ebould not rim away to the North for a 
cattle trail, but unito the resources and 
consolidate tho Interests of tho country 
upon what is essontially necessary— a 
continuous highway from tho seaboard 
to tho great interior. The necessity for 
supplying tho wauling link in that high- 
way — tho portion betwoeu New West- 
minster and Yale— has BO recently boon 
dwelt upon iu theso columns that it will 
not bo necessary to detain the reador 
with that part of tho subject. It is 
known that tho solo moans of oommuui- 
catiou is by wutor and that navigation 
is suspended liuring three, and some- 
times tour months in the year. This is 
a condition which, extremely incouvou- 
ient now, will become absolutely unendu- 
rable in tho future. And it must bo 
foil that tho iuiportauoe of such a road 
will bo greatly increased with tho in- 
creased^ ability to uso it roiulting from 
tho introduotion of road stoamerp. This 
foverith do"r.iro to rush off into now 
and competing routes, beforo tho old 
ono has been fail iy completed is a dis- 
order which ought to bo eho ked, a dis- 
order irom tho ill -effects of which the 
Mainland t-till suffers.

Europe, 

Vsbbaillsb., March 22 — A circular from the 
Executive to Prefects of Paris mates thnt order 
is being gradually reestablished in Paris. 

A significant demonstration was made by 
the well disposed citizens of Paris yesterday, 
and had a beneficial result. 

The Assembly bos voted, unanimously ft 
dignified Proclamation to tlie people. 

Th'e bonds of the Assembly and Executive 
are drawing closer, and the Mobilos have offer* 
ad to assist tho Government iieairisl auarchy. 
The circular closes by declaring that all good 
cttiaens may feel assured that Marshal Can. 
robert has made advances to President Thiers 
which were well received. 

Tht ehiofi of the Imperial nrmy aro retiring 
from the service. They have all returned from 
Germany. 

LOUDON, March 23 — The National Guards 
on Tuesday reinstated Afayor ot tho sixth 
arrondisseraent, who had been expelled from 
olHce by the Insurgents. 

The Insurgents' Contral Committee have 
decided to disarm tho Nationals of Quartier 
St Germain. 

During last night the Insurgents endeavor- 
ad to suppress the Eleventh Battalion occupy- 
ing the Place de la Bourse, but were unsuc- 
cessful. 

Many battalions of the National Guard are 
being armed for the preservation of order 

▲a armed manifestation is advertised for 
Saturday night. 

It is announced that the Rods of Lyous ars 
only awaiting the arrival ot a delegation 
from Paris to form a Contral Committee on the 
same plan as that at present operating In 
Paris. 

Ills reported that Menotti Garibaldi now 
COmmandd tho Moutnmtre insurgents. 

Paris, March 22— Evening— This morning a 
number of unarmed persons reached the Rue 
de la P*\x, at the entrance to the Place Veo 
dame, and appealed to the sentry to give 
way to their passage into tho districts occu- 
pied by the Insurgents. The request wag re- 
fused by the Bentry. The demonstrators thvre 
upon unfurled tho colors of the National Guard 
but the sentries threatened to bayonet the 
eolorbearer. and the crowd at once began to 
retire. Baron Nathan then seized the fltw 
and exhorted the crowd to advance against 
illegal force that was occupying the place, 
The order was obeyed when the Nationals 
oeeopying the place, beat their drums and 
fired into the air. The crowd then retreated 
slowly. The Nationals followed them out 
with their Main body and fired' Tho crowd 
thai broke terror stricken and retreated. At 
• least 30 persons were killed and wounded, 
Barcn Nathan received 2 shots in the chest 
The Nationals in the Place Vendome have 
since been reinforced. Tho affair has created 
excitement and consternation among the peo 
pie of Paris. * 

Paris journals say Bismarck has informed 
. Thiers that tho Germans will occupy Paris on 
Sunday, unless by tnat tiino Tniers is master 
of the situation. 

YsmsAiLLKs, March 23— In the National As 
semblj to-day an adverse report was made 
from the Oommiitee on the Bill for the elec 
lion ot a municipality in Paris. 

Jules Favre received a letter from Bismaik 
who says that events in Paris do not indicate 
the execution of the convention entered into 
with the Gu'nian Commander, which forbids 
any approach to the lines before the forts 
which ore occupied by the Germans. Bismarck 
claims the restoration within twenty-four 
hours of the telegraph leading to Pantin, 
wh.eh has been des'.royed or Paris will be 
treated as on on> ray. And should there he any 
more proceedings a violation ol the prelimi 
naries of peace, tL » fire ot the for's will be 
Opened on the city. 

Favre stated in the Assembly, that ho had 
replied to Bismarck that the insurrection in 
Paris was a surprise to tho Government, but 
that It would be repressed. If there was delay 
in ill suppression it was because the Govern 
snent was still hopeful of avoiding bloodshed, 
The Government had no means of replacing 
the telegraph bnt would ask the reinsUternont 
of the mayors of tho arrondissements through 
which it passed. 

Several Paris newspapers have removod to 
Versailles. 

The Insurgents havo obtained rYc-ri the Bank 
of Frapce a million fftincs ugmust the ueposil 
Of a formal treasuiy bond. A requisition was 
made by them on the Ilothschilds and was re 
futed payment. 

DnssuKM, March 22 — The French Govern- 
ment has not yet appointed any commissioners 
to receivo the prisoners returning from Our- 
many. 

Vsusaili.h, March 22 — President Theirs 
has cent anothor circular to tho Prefects of 
the Departments, inlorming them that advices 
have been received by the Government from 
all the province.! reassuring them that 
the attemplB which have been made to create 
disordera have failed. In Paris tho citlzons 
are organizing for the suppression of the sedi- 
tion. 

A Proclamation is about to bo issued warn- 
ing the Insurgents to lay dowi their arms. 

Lyons, Versailles and Bfrdeaax, whore 
serious troubles were anticipated, remain tran- 
quil. 

Offlcial representations that cannot be 
doubted show that the Government is hourly 
growing Stronger. Bucked by tho Assembly 
•nd supported by the country, and with a 
majority of the citizens ot Paris really in its 
favor, and surrounded by a rapidly increasing 
army, it is considered formi lablo, and begins 
to inspiro wholosome relief.
